am not an advocate for the continuance of bad 
precedents—yet 1 am not of tho opinion that 
to appropriate a liberal EUUI for watering cer- 
tain slreels ami avenues, in the sultry, dusty 
seasonal tho year, is eitlicr extravagant or 
unjnsl towards Ibo smaller tax-payer- 
The 


appropriation is asked for by almost a!! the 
heavy tax-payers in the City;.yet the pleasure 
of riding over onr well watered streets ,"nc 
avenues, is not by any means exclusively en-

If more people are induced to visit us and
